The San Juan DllBculty- General Har- 
ney's ReoalL 
III ihe London Chronicle of July 7th, we 
find llie correspondence between the British 
Ambassador at Washington, (Lord Lyons), 
and Mr. Cass, U. S. Secretary of Stale, rela- 
tive to the orders issued by General Harney 
"to Captain Pickett, when reinstating that 
officer, in April last, as commander of the 
American forces on San Juan. General 
Harney, in the course of his instructiuns, 
gives Captain Pickett orders to enforce the 
civil jurisdiction of AV'ashington Territory 
over the disputed island, in the following 
terms : 

Under the Orsanif ai-l of the Conijress of 
the United Stales for the est.iblishinent of 
the Tfuitorial uoveniinent of \Vasliiii;;lon. 
l!u! first Leyislativi; As-eiiiblv in ISj 1, pii^-- 
cd an atu iiicludin:? the island of San Juan 
as 1 part of Whatcom county ; this act was 
duly submitted to Congress and has not been 
disapproved ; it i.-, llierefore, the law of the 
lain!. Vou will be oldiued, conreq iieiulv, 
to auknowiedi^e a:id n^speci the civil juris- 
diction of Washiiiirton Territory in the dis- 
char^e of your timies on San Juan : and the 
(Jener'al commandiim is satisfied that any 
attempt of tht! Briti.<h commander to ignore 
this right of the Territory will be followed 
bv deplorable results out of his power to 
control. In the event of any British interest 
beiiiL: involved, you will notity tiie ollicer 
plaeed there by Admiral Baynes. to enable 
him to |iioiio.so some arrangement satisfac- 
tory to his iiistriictionf, as well as those of 
the civil oliieer. Let it In; niulerslood, in 
case of di.sagreenicnl of the parties, that no 
action is to be taken until the i^ase has been 
referred to Admiral Baynes ami the (^ivei nor 
of Washington Territory respectively. 

Upon being informed of the existence of 
this document, which, emanating', as it did, 
from the lii^'hest military authority in Wash- 
ington Territory, might very naturally lie 
considered as originating with the depart- 
ment at \Vashint;ton,— Lord Lyons immedi- 
ately wrote to Secretary Cass (enclosiiii; a 
copy of the orders), and also sent a special 
ini!ssenger with dispatches on the subject 
addressed to Lord John Kusst.dl, at London. 
In hia letter, Lord Lyons says : 

* * * * Your lordship will perceive 
that the orders given by (Jeiieral Harney to 
(,'aptuin Pickett, and communicated by the 
General's direction to tho otiicer in com- 
mand of the British detachment, are, m 
many points, inconsistent with Ihe atraiige- 
meiiis made by (Jeneral Scott and accepted 
by her Majesty's government. 

* Your lordsliii) will not fail to observe, m 
partionlar, that General llarnoy directs Cap- 
tain Pickett to recognise the civil jurisdic- 
tion of VVasliiiiL'toii Territory over Sail J nan, 
and that the General goes on to .state 'bat he 
"is satisfied that any attempt Jil the Hriti.sh 
«omniander to ignore the rights of the Terri- 
tory will be followed by deplorable results 
out of (lis power to control," 

♦ # • » I have been in porsoniil 
oommunicalion with Goiioial Cass on the 
unlj^ct to-day. lie says that he shall send 
me, as soon as it eiiii hi: preiiared, ii written 
answer, which will be completely satisfac- 
tory to her Majesty's (Joveriiineiit. In the 
nieaiilinie. ho authorises me to inforni your 
lordship that the United States gt.veriinierit 
cegrot and disi'vow (ienoial Harney's onlur. 

Subsequently, tho British Minister u>- 
«eived from Mr. Cass the following highly 
•satisfactory letter, which coiiipleiely set 
aside tho idoa that General, Hurney't oon- 
<luct, in issuing tho orders, had been Influ- 
cnoed by inatruoUone from Waihington : 



Wasiuncto.n', June 8, ISljil. 

Mv Lord, — 1 have received your lord- 
ship's coniraunicalioii of the (itii instant, 
inclosing copies ot orders issued by Gen- 
eral Hftrney to theipommanding otiicer of 
the United States troops on the Island of 
San Juan dated on the lOth of April last, 
and communicated by the generaTs tlirec- 
lion to the otiicer in command of her 
Majesty's troops on the same island, and 
have lost no time in bringing the subject to 
tho attention of the President. 

I am now instructed to ii)form. yoti that 
the arrangement entered into by General 
Scott, in the month of October, 1859, in or- 
der to prevent any collision upon the island 
of San Juan between the American and 
British authorities pending the negotiations 
between the two governments, was strictly 
in pursuance of a previous arrangement 
which was made with Mr. Cram'ptbn by the 
Secretary of State of the United Stales in 
July, 18.^5, and met the lull approval of 
this government. The orders of Gen. Har- 
ney, to which his attention has been called 
for the first time by the note of your lord- 
ship, and which appear to be in violation of 
tho arrangements of General Scott have been 
read, therefore, by the President both with 
surprise and regret. It is earnestly hoped 
that upon a full e.vaminalion of all the cir- 
cumstances atiendinc them, it may be found 
that they were not intendeil to bear the con- 
struction which seems naturally to belong to 
them, and that in any event they will leatl 
to no collision between the American and 
British authorities on tlie island. To pre- 
vent this, as far as possible, instriiciioiis will 
be immediately sent to ihe Commander ol 
the United Slates troops in that region re- 
voking tho orders of Geiieial Harney, and 
uiviiig lull edect to the arrangements of 
General Scott. A strict inquiry will also be 
instituted into the conduct of Gen. Harney, 
with a view to such measures on ttie sub- 
ject as may be found necessary, and for this 
purpose be has been recalled from his com- 
mand and ordered to report at Washington.

' The Collection of Duties on the 
Frontier. 

Great complaint is made, and much of 
the present stagnation in trade arises from 
the fact that the bulk of the goods iraported 
into the Rock Creek and Upper Similka- 
meen diggings have been brought via the 
Dalles, and owing to the absence of coilec- 
tora in that neighborliood have pas.^ed into 
British territory duty free. The mercliiints 
of Victoria and British Colunibia complain, 
very justly, of the want of alacrity on the 
part of the Governrrenl in establishiiiij a 
custom house on the line and appointiny 
collectors. 

Ear ly in 1859, Mr. Cox, a collector of 
duties, was sent to the Keroaloops country. 
There are two trails in that section by 
vhioh goods can be brought to Lytton City. 
One is by way of Lake Okanagan and Ni- 
oolaus and Thompson Hirers, the other by 
the headwaters of Similkameen, across the 
level country to Lytton. Mr. Cox found, 
shortly after his arrival, that while he was 
at Kemaloops collecting the ten per cent, 
from one train, another packer would be 
driving his aninaals into Lytton by the 
other route, and thus escape the duties. 
He accordingly procured the assistance of 
deputies, and has thus been enabloit to 
collect the revenue during the present sea- 
son from nearly every train coming fiom 
the Dalles. 

This was all very well; hut Mr. Ca.\ or 
the government made a great mistake, and 
w ere guilty of a piece of injastice (uninten- 
tional, we trust,) towards Victoria merchants 
in assessing the goods at the Dalles market 
ratesj instead of on their value at Lytton 
City. A packer can drive through bis train, 
meet the collector, and handing him the bill 
received from the Dalles merchant, pay ten 
percent, on original cost, and in addition, a 
nominal sum, imposed as an offset to llie 
tonnage dues at New Westminster. He is 
then allowed tu proceed, and lays his goods 
at their place of destination at least five per 
cent, cheaper than the packer whoso good.f 
came by way of New Westminster. Goods 
sent from Vancouver hlund aru as- 
sessed acL-ordiiig to their markut v.iliie 
at New Westminster — which is at 
least live per cent, higher than the same 
goods ean bo parchiised at Vietoria^'j In- vnin 
tlie lirilish Columbia merchant ma'y'plead 
that he paid only S5 an per bbl. for flour. 
The inexorable collector replies, " It is 
worth six dollais here, and at that rate yon 
most pay duly." luivaiti the merchant fiii>s 
that those shins, or those pants, or that toDac- 
co, cost him so much at Victoria. The 
answer is, '* Wo levy duties at the New 
Westminster market value." 

The Knck Creek diggings at pre.sent are 
beiiig supplied almost entirely from llie 
Dalles. Miners are leaving Frascr Hiver tur 
the new mines hy score-, ni.d our mert-liants 
ate beginiiiiii,' to led the etierls of tin- exo- 
dus in a vi'iy siMisiMe diininiitioii of trade. 
These Orc'.m i!0(ids, as we liave before re- 
mnrked, pass in duty free at present. It is 
alto;^etlier likidy that colleclors will soon bo 
appoiijied to luok alter the revenue in that 
quatier. But what assurance have we tliai 
iho system pursued towards roerchaii'li/^ 
(mm Violoria will ho carried out at Hock 
Creek? If it la not, we had bolter all shm 
up shop hero, and let British Columbia draw 
her supplies from Oregon. 

It is in the power of the gf>veriiinent, 
however, to remedy this evil by .•siabli-.lnuL: 
the same rule, at Rock Creek that has heeii 
carried on in the New Wnsiininster custom- 
house for a year pant. " What is snnt;o for 
the goose" in tills case, should lie " saiKvs 
for tli(! ^.ili'lflr." The ^oods (loni llii; oilier 
side should taxed ^leconiiii^: to llieir 
value at lli" lirsl point in tlm m-I't cdloiiy 
they may Inipin.'li to leacli. Kor iiiMaiice— 
wo will Huppo^i that a [laeker pityw t!it;|ji 
dullars a barrel for Hour at the Dalles. Tin- 
lirsl point he rcai'lie.s is Ilock Creek. Flour 
there in woith (or was at last nocoiiMls), S.'iO 
per hatri'l.

The Druses 

The intelligence brought by the Cortes of 
the hon-ible inassaeros in Syria by Drusen, 
very naturally causes the inquiring as to 
■who and what these butchers arc. Thoy 
number men, women, and children somo 
100,000 souls, and nearly ono third of that 
number are effective iigliting men- '-fbey 
occupy a small scctiou of country in the 
mountains of Libnnua and Anti-Libanus, 
and their religion seems to be a inLxturo of the 
doctrines oftlie JIulKiiiietiiiis luul of the I/iul-. 
\iocos. They are governed by Einirs (or Gov- 
ernors) who are subject to a Grand-I'.;i;iir. 
Tlicy have no places of public worship, and 
their devotions arc performed in their own 
bousfis although their religion does not prevent 
tliom Irom attending any church they .see 
fit. Thoir origin is a mystery. They elniin, 
however to have descended from those Franks 
who in the ''eliBveritii century Avaged war so 
fiercely against, Mahomet, and after a great 
dofoat whibh" they sustained from that Proph- 
et's army, retired to the mountains of Loh- 
niioii. Lato travellers among this strange 
people regard them as a kind of Persian Jln- 
hoinniodiins sprung from the followers of Ha- 
kein, a false Mahommodun prophet, who was 
born at Cairo, a. u. 985, began to reign in 
Kgypt 906, and was assassinateil 1020. 
Tliey live temperately on a food peculiar to 
thciuselves, marry only in their own order, 
luid never take an oath, but coniirm their 
dcolanitions with the words, " 1 have said it." 
The Iiuun of the Druses is their ecelesiastieal 
lieiid, and is regarded with profound venera- 
tion bv all classes, initiated and uninitiated. 
Mnltc'Brun estimates thoir number at one 
liiiiidrod and twenty thousand, but the mis- 
sionaries say thoy do not number over svencty 
tliousiirul. 

The number of the Greek Church now m 
Tiirkcv is estimated ut someT, 100,000 ; and of 
late years tho missionaries of the Catholic 
and Protestant churches have been remark- 
ablv successful in e(m verting the Turks from 
Maliommcdanism to Christianity. This suc- 
cess has inilamed the religions prejudices of 
the Druses, a bastard trihe of .Mahomniodans, 
as well a.s the Arabs, Tartars, and Turcomans, 
men of great natural vigor and strong relig- 
ious enthusiasm, until an insurrectiotj has 
broken out whic hhas startled nil Christen- 
dom. . . 

S-i irroprossiblo is the prejudice existing 
hi'twoeii the Turks and tho Christians that 
iiotliinj; but tho fear of annihiliation by a 
liowerl'ul government like tho Uussiau can 
stay the present atrocious proceedings. The 
Turks look upon the Christians as dogs or 
swino, and take every occasion to give nrac- 
tical evidence of their sense of personiil su- 
pjrioritv. Again, the Christians are peace- 
ful and "spend their lives in tho careful cul- 
tivation of tho soil ; whereas the Turks are 
niiinadic in their habits and are but too will- 
ing to live by plundering the Christians. 
The lu-olialiilities are that the Druses' have 
been induced by intluential Turks in the 
t<iwns adjoining those that have been de- 
stvoyeil, to slaughter the I'liristiuiis, ami lor 
tlicir bloody wcjrk were well paid hy their 
employers. 

TiiK Ass.w or Sii.vcK, — The McCulloch 
process for assaying,' silver, so Ion? talked 
aliout in San Francisco, has turned out a 
failure. Hy this process it w.is claimed 
that silver ore could be assayed at the rate 
of per ton. This was thought an im- 
mense improvement on the old system, and 
many influential men in San Francisco 
were induced to spend large sums of money 
in experimenting. Since its failure has 
hceii nniiounced, attention is attracted to- 
wards the old process of extracting the sil- 
ver, and a company is being formed to erect 
the necessary apparatus. A correspondent 
nf the S. F. Bulletin speaking of the 
."^IcCiillocli plan, says : 

It' this nmiiimis pi(K-i:ss had not been kept 
siii:h a pndound secret, it would have come 
to an i-nd ninnths ago and, given place to a

pendent," the AVashington correspondent of 
the Fhiliidolphia North Amcricmi, sniyt, : 

" By the time Mr. Buchanan retires from 
oflico and his legacies aro paid, tho public 
debt will have increased to about $80,000,000, 
exclusive of tho §20,000,000 which General 
Piercfl turned over to him on tho 4th of 
March, 1857, and which he reduced to .?17. 
710,714 by the first of July, when that fiscal 
year dosed. lie found tho dobt to be some 
$'L''f' ,000,000 in round numbers. Adding^ the 
increase lo the balance received from Gen- 
eral Pierce, and Mr. Bnchaiir.n has spent at 
the rate of nearly ?20,000,U00 per annum 
above and beyotv! f a revenue from all 
sour-' s. This"is the ..cciomical administra- 
tion •hich wo were promised by the Presi- 
dent, who was so greatly sluickod that Mr. 
Fillmore's expenditures should haveapprocli- 
ed 850,000,000 a pear, when ho was paying 
off the debts incurred for tho Mexican war. 
Tho expenses for the last three years have 
nearly doubled tlinre of Mr. Polk, while tho 
war in Mexico was going on. That is the 
best commentary on the system of prolligatc 
cxponditure which has been pursued. Wo 
have been at peace with foreign nations, and 
except tho wars in Utah and Paraguay, 
where no guns were fired, and which appear 
to have been cimtrived for tho benefit of tho 
contractors and their confederates only, the 
country has been blessed with peace. Yet 
wo havo managed to get through 880,000,000 
a year; No'wonder tho country is disgusted 
and demands a change, as it did in 1840." 

Kicking.— John Smith, alias Maddoch, 
master of a schooner running to San Juan 
Island, was before Judge Pembertoii yester- 
day, on a charge of having kicked a negro 
boy, about 14 years of age, named Henry 
Jackson. One witness, a negro, swore to 
seeing the kicking, .which was alleged to 
have been administered on Myer's Wharf, 
and was caused by a hand cart containing 
some goods belonging to defendant, being 
run against a pile of lumber oil the wharl, 
and damaging soihe':bottIe8 of porter. His 
honor said he had hp doubt the assault had 
been committed ; but in consideration of ilie 
fact that the boy was too young to be in- 
trusted with the care of the cart, and the 
accident having arose from that fact, would 
only fine Smith 10s. The fine was paid, 
and Smitti discharged. 

The Nova Scotia Gouo Mines — On tho 
aiinouncorooht of the discovery of auriferous 
deposits near Tangier, Nova Scotia, the Lieu- 
tenant Govornorj .dispatched one of the pro- 
fessors and chemists of King's College to as- 
certain thoir true value and importance. 
Tho professor madea half day's examination, 
and pronounced tho whole story n delusion 
and a snare. lie says although n few grains 
of gold have been found, be would not k'vo 
a doubloon for nil that can be obtaineii there. 
Iluiidretls were dig^^ing and crushing rocks, 
bill those who had been there n week had 
not enough gold to make a sovereign. 

Promptly Dismissed.— Gregory Fernan- 
dez appeared in the Police Court yesterday 
morning lo make complaint of petty larceny 
against a Hvdah squaw, whom he said had 
stolen S5 from his pantaloons jiocket ilnritiu 
the night previous. In making his com|da!iit, 
Feriiaiidcz acknowledged having admitted 
the woman lo his house for improper purpo- 
t-es. His honor immediately dismissed the 
char;ie, and repriinandeil the complainant 
in scatliiiig terms. The fellow, after the 
leetnre, slunk out of court and mode ofl" in 
haste, evidently much ashamed of himself,

Section 13— The Commissioners are to 
hold four qiiarti rly meetings each year. 

Section 1-1 — Provides for the manner of 
conducting meetings. 

•■ Section 15 — The commissioners shall ap- 
point an assessor or an overseer of roads, 
ami may:require bonds for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties. 

Sect!on'iO-^The "aforesaid ooramtssioners 
shall, lor the purposes of this act, possess 
the power and jurisdiction of Justices of the 
Peace. , 

Considerable discussion aio.-e upon ttie 
above section being read.

Return of ttf b J ews to Palestine. — To 
the student of the Bible nnd eluircli history 
there are few current subjoots of iiioro ab- 
sorbing interest ur of deeper signitiennce tliun 
the events now almost dully trunspiring 
which point to the ropossessinii by the Jews 
of their own li\nd. Tiic tide of proKrcss, after 
A lapse of centuries, may be said to have 
fttirly turned in that direction, and the prayer 
long offered by that chosen but now scat- 
tered people, that '' Judnh may be saved and 
Israel dwell sceurely, and that tlic Redeemer 
may eoine to Zioii," is undoubtedly hastennir; 
to fulliliuent. The Sultan of Turkey is eii- 
Ciiuragiiig Jewish emigration to Pulostine, 
and is oflering to sell them as much hind as 
they choose to buy, and it is said has even 
expressed his willingness to dispose of die 
Mosque of Omar to them, wbicb, it will be 
receollected, stands uium the very site of the 
Jewish Teuuile on Mount Moriah. Tins 
mosque is one of tlio Maliommodans' inosl eel- 
obrated shrines, being Hcareely inferior in 
national importance to those of Mecca and 
iMedinn. Politicians and statesman look 
upon these indications as a legitimate ooiis(!- 
quence of the liberalizing influence of Ma- 
h immedan intereourse with Christians and so 
they may be ; but to the render of the yet un- 
fulfilled pages of Revelation they also point 
to what, 08 it respects the Jewish luilioii, 
" prophets and kings " have long waited for 
"but died without the. sight." That the 
mosque of Omar should be in a fair way of 
passing into the hands of tiie people to whoso 
fathers the site on which it stands was once 
given in an everlasting covenant is what nu 
reader of secular history, fifty years ago, 
could even have dreamed would ever come to 
pass. Some of the hills around Jerusalem 
have already become Jewish property, and it 
is by no means improbable that some of the 
present generation will see the entire city of 
Jerusalem again in the hands of it8_ aneieiit 
owners. That mighty revolution will follow 
iu the wake of auoh an event is probably as 
certain as that the Jews will return at all ;
